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REMARKS 

The lengthy specification has been checked and appropriate amendments have been made 
in the previous response to the Office Action. 

The applicant accepts the Claim rejections based on 35 USC 1 12, 35 USC 102 and 35 
USC 103 put forward by the examiner on the basis of the cited references. 

Regarding the objected Claims 19, 20, 22-26 and 29, the applicant rewrote these claims 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and of the 
intervening claims. 

Claims 23, 24, and 26 have been canceled as redundant after the amendments. Some 
corrections have been made to the terminology of the amended claims without 
introduction of new matter. 

In case a patent is granted to this application, it should be noted to the Publication 
Department that pages 14 and 18 of the original patent application are missing from the 
text of the corresponding published Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0092025. 
More specifically, page 14 of the original patent application is missing from paragraph 

[0005] after the words: "The method is used " in the ultimate line of the left column of 

Page 1, and page 18 of the original application is missing from paragraph [0055] in the 
left column of page 5 after the words: "... it is sufficient to open the ..." in lines 4, 5 of the 
aforementioned paragraph. 

CONCLUSION 

For all the above reasons, the applicant submits that the specification and claims are 
now in proper form, and that the claims all define patentably over the prior art. 
Therefore, the applicant submits that this application is now in condition for allowance, 
which action he respectfully solicits.
